W ashington, March 3.— Washington 
ffreeted Woodrow W iU on, next presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
Simple 
plans to welcome him were ready and 
every detail La complete for the inau- 
guratton ceremonies and the attendant 
m ilitary and civic demonstration Tues­ 
day. 
No «»resident elect ever found the 
caidtai of the nation, whose destinies 
he ie to guide, more brilliantly arrayed 
or more abundant 
with enthusiasm 
than Woodrow W ilson found it. Flags 
and streamers from every staff and 
building 
waved 
him 
welcome 
and 
cheering thousands assembled in the 
spacious es^ilando of tbs Union sta­ 
tion approach and the streets through 
which be 
was driven 
to 
his hotel 
Stirred patriotism of the heart. 
One of Mr. W ilso n ’s last acts as a 
private citizen was to call, with Mrs. 
W lleon, upon the president of the U n it­ 
ed States and Mrs. Taft. 
The presi­ 
dent elect and Mrs. Wlleon, soon after 
their arrival, received Colonel Kpen- 
cer S. Coshy, chief aide to the presi­ 
dent, who escorted them to the W hite 
Houee in the president’s automobile. 
President and Mrs. Taft received them 
in the blue room, where ambassadors, 
chief justice and Justices of the su­ 
preme court and visiting princes met 
the chief executive of the tuition. All 
the m ilitary and naval aides to the 
president, in regalia of their office, 
were present, but none of the cabinet 
attended. 
The meeting was brief and 
the president eluet and Mrs. Wilson 
then returned to their hotel to a fam­ 
ily dinner. 
Among the arrivals in Washington 
were Governor Sulzer of New York 
and his staff. 
W ith them was W illiam 
G. McAdoo, who is to be secretary of 
the treasury, according to unofficial 
announcements. 
Mr. 
McAdoo 
re­ 
ceived congratulations upon a cabinet 
appointment modestly, without betray­ 
ing any confidences as to his accept­ 
ance of the treasury portfolio. 
Hope for fair inauguration weather 
was extended by the weather bureau. 
Cold and clear weather in this section 
w ill be followed Tuesday by higher 
temperature, the 
prediction is, and 
this brings relief from fears that the 
blizzard which swept in the adminis­ 
tration of four years ago might be re­ 
peated.

Economy is a good thiug to talk about, 
it Is a hue thing to preach, and it 
makes a good weapon w ith which to 
hit the other fellow for being extrava­ 
gant, but as soon as a ruun or set of 
men begin to practice economy they 
incur the displeasure of everybody. 
I could give a number of example», 
but I do not want to be personal. 
I 
w ill sny that the men who have been 
most industrious w ith points of order 
j against increased Halarles and other 
appropriations have made themselves 
unpopular In both senate and house 
The real economists, like Cannon, Fitz­ 
gerald. Mann and others, may not be 
really unpopular, but they have thank­ 
less Jobs. 


Diffe re nt Kinds of Ec onomy . 
There are many different kinds of 
economy. 
I have seen men fight for 
I hours over salary increases and vote 
without a murmur for big river aud 
harbor bills and for extrnvagaut pub­ 
lic building bills. 
Tin* same men w ill­ 
ingly support appropriations for good 
roads which would lead to expeudi 
tures far beyond anything we have 
known in what is called "pork barrel" 
legislation. 
But men who tight against 
: "pork barrel” appropriations lay them­ 
selves open to criticism and are geu- 
erally unpopular. 
Poe try For She rman. 
Toetry strews the pages of the Con­ 
gressional Record when eulogies are 
delivered, but the late Vice President 
Sbermnn received more tokens of this 
kind than almost any other man. "S u n ­ 
ny Jim " was not a poetic character, 
but his friends were inspired to ex ­ 
press their thoughts In 
melancholy 
verse In paying their last tributes to 
him. 
Coat of National He alth. 
W hen Senator Works of California 
Introduced a resolution calling on the 
treasury department for a statement 
as to what the national government 
pays for m aintaining physician», med­ 
ical corps, health bureaus, etc.. It was 
well understood that he wanted the 
Inform ation for the purpose of light­ 
ing the Owen health department bill. 
The result was all he anticipated, 
for it furnished the senate with the 
information that we pay for national 
health about $20.000,000 a year, includ­ 
ing, of course, everything like army 
ami navy surgeons and supplies aud 
for many other departments 
which 
m aintain health bureau», as well as 
the general national 
health service 
W orks does not Intend to allow that 
bill to pass if he can help it.

Many officers have been dismissed 
from the army for meddling in poli­ 
tics. 
Thirteen officers delegated by 
the army at Tchatalja to make repre­ 
sentations to the government were ar­ 
rested on their arrival in Constanti­ 
nople.

complication of diseases of the heart, 
kidneys and lungs. 
To remove him 
from his home, it was urged, would 
endanger his life.

Make Public Nine Conditions 


as Basis tor Peace. 


Rome, March 3.— According to offi­ 
cial information received the Balkan 
states w ill Insist u;>on the following 
conditions for the conclusion of peace, 
eveu through the mediation of the 
powers; 
First— The 
contracting 
parties 
pledge themselves to the immediate 
and simultaneous cessation of 
hos­ 
tilities after the signing of the treaty 
of peace. 
Second — Contemporaneously 
Tu r­ 
key 
must 
surrender 
to 
the 
allies 
Adrianople, Scutari and Janina. 
Third— The Bulgar--Turkish frontier 
shall extend from Rodosto to Midia, 
the exact line to be established by a 
m ilitary 
commission, 
composed 
of 
Bulgarians and Turks. 
Fourth— The peninsula of Gallipoli 
to be ceded to the allies. 
Fifth — All the Aegean islands oc­ 
cupied at present by the Greeks to 
bo ceded to the allies. 
Sixth— Prisoners of war and hos­ 
tages to be exchanged with the brief­ 
est delay. 
Seventh— A 
B|»ecial 
representative 
of the sultan to be permitted in the 
Balkan 
territory 
for 
religious 
pur­ 
poses. having under his jurisdiction 
all mosques, pious funds and church 
properties. 
Eighth— Turkey to pay the allies 
$300,0011,000 war indemnity, deducting 
from it, however, that jxirtion of the 
Ottoman debt borne by the Turkish 
European provinces. 
N inth— A ll 
treaties, 
conventions 
und agreements existing between the 
allies and Turkey 
before the com­ 
mencement of the war to be re-estab­ 
lished.

Massive Concrete Structure Across 
the Crow Wing River Will be 
Done by Middle of March 


The Pillager Herald contains the 
following interesting news item re­ 
garding the dam th a t is being built 
across the Crow' Wing river by M. D. 
Stoner and his associates: 
When one has the pleasure of view­ 
ing the massive steel and concrete 
dam now' being built across the Crow 
Wing river below’ town, they cannot 
help but be impressed with the enorm ­ 
ity o f-th is large structure. 
The dam is of solid concrete and 
renforced with steel 
and 
extends 
from one n atu ral bank of the stream 
to the other, being approxim ately 4 50 
feet long, and on the m ain body part 
about 25 feet high above the present 
w ater level. 
On th e north side is the power 
house, a concrete building about 55 
feet square ond 40 feet high. 
Off 
to the side is a store room where the 
oil and extra m achinery is kept. 
The power is m anufactured by two 
large turbines m easuring 8 feet in 
diam eter with a shaft ru n n in g from 
each of them and connected with a 
IO foot dynamo. 
The dynamos have 
2300 voltage each, b u t when con­ 
nected w ith 
the 
transform ers 
of 
which there are six, a total of 35000 
volts can be made. 
Steam heat is used in doing the 
necessary cem ent work du rin g the 
cold w eather. 
On eith er side of the 
river are large towers connected by 
a heavy wire cable. 
This extends 
over th e dam and is used as a pulley 
track for the basket which is filled 
With the concrete then carried out 
ever the works and dumped. 
The 
gravel is dug from a pit along tho 
bank and hauled in small cars run on 
a narrow steel rail track. 
The base 
of the dam is sunk 8 feet below the 


I atu ral bottom of the river and rests 
on clay soil. 
A total of 150 ca r­ 
loads of cem ent were used in the con­ 
struction of this dam 
Telephone wires are run to B rain ­ 
erd. 
A t n ig h t th e buildings and 
premises are lighted up by electric­ 
ity, a sm ill tem porary plant being 
instal led. 
At present 
some 
fifty 
men are employed, half 
of 
them 
f o r k in g on the dam proper and the 
lest clearing the flowage land above. 
It is expected th a t all the work will 
be completed by not later th an the 
m iddle of March. 
Concrete and steel poles will be Bet 
in the spring and wires for both 
light and power purposes will be 
run into the Cuyuua range towns. 
Pillager and probably Motley this 
coming summer.
